An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

1 5. (Currently Amended) A system for treating a multicomponent liquid 
substrate while leaving particulate matter therein, comprising. 

(a) a non-pressurized reservoir other than a shell of a module for 
containing the substrate: 

(b) a cylindrical skei n of hollow fiber filtering membranes immersed in the 
substrate each fibe r having a length greater than 0.5 m. the fibers 
together providing a surface area of at least greater than 1 m 2 and 
disposed generall y vertically between upper and lower cylindrical 
headers with (\) the headers having the fibers sealinglv secured 
therein, the fibers s paced apart by a flexible support means having a 
thickness corresp onding to a desired lateral spacing between adjacent 
fibers, said supp ort means extending over a portion of said fibers near 
their ends, so as to maintain said ends in closelv-soaced apart 
relationship, (ii) lum ens of said fibers being in fluid communication with 
at least one permea te collection means, and, (in) said fibers having a 
length between opp osed surfaces of the headers, in the range from 
0.1% to 5% great er than the distance between opposed surfaces of the 
headers: 

(c) a pump in fluid co mmunication with said lumens of said membranes 
through at least one permeate collection means, said pump operable 
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to apply a suction to the lumens of the membranes to draw a 
component of the substrate as permeate through said membranes 
while leaving particulate matter in said substrate: and. 
(d) aeration means ha ving through-passages with openings, distributed 
both radially and circumferentiallv within the skein for discharging air 
directly into the sub strate near the base of the skein, the openings 
providing a column of bubbles rising from near the base of the skein. 



16. (Previously added) The system of claim 15 wherein the length is in the range 
from 0.1 % to 1 % greate r than the distance between the opposed surfaces of the 
headers. 

17. (Previously added) The system of claim 16 wherein the aeration means includes 
a rigid air supply tube fo r carrying air to the through-passages and for spacing and 
positionin g the lower and upper headers relative to one another. 

1 8. (Previously added) The system of claim 1 7 wherein the air supply tube has 
additional through-passages along its length.
